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A VISIT TO THE KENYON TAKE DOWN HOUSE MAKERS 

The impressions of a visitor to the Kenyan Factory in a letter to a friend Name on request 

I HAD accepted Mr. Kenyon's courteous Invitation to inspect his new factory and I set out 
for Waukesha, whereupon arriving, his big touring car met me at the station. I was 
whisked through the picturesque little city towards the home of the Kenyon Take Down 
House and, as we rounded a knoll, an interesting picture lay in the snow covered valley 
before me— a perfect village of little brown bungalows, each with it's homelike chimney 
sending up a ribbon of soft gray smoke, many with laughing little faces pressed against the 
windows as we swept by. 

The snow was piled in drifts against the outer walls of the houses and yet, as I leaned 
from the auto and impolitely stared through a window, I saw a man sitting in his shirt sleeves, 
reading, with an air of such cozy contentment that I almost wished that he could be my host 
in place of those in the great plant which loomed up in the background. 

Arriving at the factory Mr. Kenyon undertook to show me just how his Take Down 
Houses were made and I must confess that when I saw whole houses complete in every 
detail, quickly taken apart, secured in compact, convenient to handle bundles and loaded onto 
the waiting railway cars, I was in need of no explanation, nor further description of their 
absolute portability. 

The sewing room with it's long rows of motor driven machines was what attracted me 
most. It was fascinating to observe the tough, heavy treated canvas glide from the enormous 
rolls, through the skilled hands of the operators to be joined with waterproof cord and made 
into one piece with windows and doors just where they were needed. 

From the woodworking department there came section after section of finely made 
hardwood floors and each, as it passed an inspector, was examined in a most critical way for 
possible defects, before it was permitted to enter the great varnishing rooms, wherein the 
wood was first treated so as to make it almost everlasting and then covered with two coats 
of varnish. 

Each house was set up complete in the large building provided for that purpose. Two 
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Fveru lover of outdoor living loves

men set them up, regardless of size, with such remarkable rapidity that I involuntarily 
reached for my watch to time them. Each joint slipped into place and each piece had a 
large accessible thumb screw to hold it firmly and, at last, when the rich brown texture of 
the tightly drawn canvas completed the picture, I felt that, before my eyes and while I 
waited, a perfect home was made. 

In crossing the yard to another part of the plant, we entered a finished house, which was 
one of several nearby. The wind was biting cold without and yet, when once inside the 
house, I sat down in front of the large bay window and wondered how it could be so very 
cold outside and yet so warm within. 

I felt the tightly stretched walls and noted how the colors of partitions, ceiling and walls 
harmonized to produce a pleasing mission effect. And here and there were bedrooms. I 

entered one and it seemed that, through the ventilated ceiling, there came air — not a draft 

but good, fresh, wholesome, invigorating air and yet the room was warm. 

The kitchen and the bathroom and their portable utensils were unique in their nicety, as 
each thing seemed that it had just that space and had been told to make itself compact. 

From there I saw the storeroom where Kenyon Houses, of every size, were all packed 
and ready for shipment the day ordered, so that Kenyon customers would not be kept 
waiting for the pleasures of real wholesome living where the air was pure and health giving. 

How many of us, we tired city folk, see the green woods just as we might? We seldom 
think that the cost of a summer's rent will buy a Take Down House and that instead of 
wishing for a better cottage or a different place to spend the summer, that we could take 
this same little brown bungalow right with us again, year after year, and there would be no 
rent for us to pay. 

This ideal little home can be taken anywhere. We can put it up ourselves without even 
a carpenter to help us, in a few minutes or hours, depending on it's size. We are not sub- 
jected to the inconveniences of "another man's house" because we have brought our own 
home right with us. 

It is complete — perfect in every detail — and it means a real summer to have a portable 
Kenyon Take Down House. 
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THE COMPONENT PARTS OF A KENYON HOUSE 



THE FLOOR of the Kenyon House is made in convenient sections, small enough fr* be 
carried and moved easily. By interlocking the under j oist and j oining with a bolt the floor 
is made as substantial as a permanent one. The material is the best quality Georgia 
Pine, carefully matched and laid, sanded smooth, varnished on top with two coats of Valspar 
Varnish, the best we can buy, and guaranteed to stand unlimited washing and not to turn 
white. The under side is creosoted, preserving the wood, keeping out dampness and making 
it poisonous to insects, vermin and germ life. Twenty-four inch stakes are furnished, which 
when driven into the ground, firmly anchor the house. 

The frame is of clear Washington Fir, stained a mission finish. The erection pictures on 
pages eight and nine show how firmly the framework of this house is braced, also how easily 
the different parts slip into place. 

The joints are called "hook on" and "slip in," and they eliminate the necessity of driving 
nails or setting screws. Some of the joints used are illustrated above (figs. 1, 2 and 3). All 
metal parts are sherardized, a process much superior to galvanizing, which make them 
absolutely rustproof. All metal parts are made secure with bolts and thumb nuts (fig. 5). 

The roof, sides and ends, all in one piece are of a heavy cotton fabric. This fabric is the 
best for the purpose that the foremost mills in the United States can manufacture. It arrives 
at our factory in a raw state and is then treated by us with three distinct processes. First, 
it is preshrunk to avoid sagging in warm weather, and stretching in a storm. Second, it is 
dyed a rich brown color, a most pleasing and harmonious shade. Third, it is waterproofed, a 
process which also preserves, thereby prolonging the life of the fabric, and makes it noxious 
to insects and mildew. First of all Kenyon Heavy Duty Duck is waterproof, we guarantee it 
even during days and days of continuous hard rainfall. This material does not absorb dirt 
and can be easily washed with a hose. The sewing on a Kenyon House Cover is done with an 
interlocking double stitch, of waterproof thread. 

The windows are made of fibreloid, a flexible material, which is just as transparent as the 
finest plate glass, but cannot break. The windows are easily opened and closed from the 
inside — when open they are lowered into a canvas pocket. 

The screens are made exclusively of the world famous Gilbert &. Bennett rustless pearl 
wire screen cloth. The illustration (fig. 4) shows how these screens are laced into the 
window openings, after the manner of the lacing on a gentleman's shoe. By this adjustable 
method they are always kept taut and tidy. 
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The curtains or awnings serve a double purpose. When raised as a sunshade and when 
closed as a blind. Metal rods are provided to hold these out as awnings. 

The large screen openings will be found on all houses except the Number 7, 9, 10 and 14. 
They make the living room virtually a porch, through which the air has an unobstructed 
passage way through the house. 

The storm curtains are attached to the side screens as illustrated (fig. 7). In stormy 
or cold weather it is a simple operation to raise them, completely rilling the screened openings. 
These curtains contain ample flexible windows, admitting an abundance of light. 

The doors are of Georgia pine, filled with our regular rustless screen, and provided with a 
cover, which can be rolled down in rainy or cold "weather. Locks, knobs and keys are furnished. 

The ceiling of cotton drill serves two purposes. It adds to the decorative effect of the 
interior and covers the framework overhead. It also assists in keeping the house cool when 
the sun beats directly on the roof by providing an air space overhead, in which the warm 
and foul air collect, to pass out through the ventilators. 

The partitions are of the same material as the ceiling and are fastened to the frame work 
in such a way, that they can be easily and readily detached and taken down. 

The interlining is necessary in a house that is to be used all the year around in a cold 
climate. The material used is dyed duck, which is fitted to the inside framework of the 
house. This provides a dead air space between inner and outer walls. Many Kenyon House 
users testify to the comfort secured in using the interlining in the very coldest climates. It 
is supplied with every Kenyon House at an additional cost of 20#. This interlining must be 
fitted to your house at the factory and cannot be supplied afterwards. We do not think the 
interlining necessary except where the temperature goes below 15° Far. 

The chimney is illustrated at the top (fig. 6) of this page. Its location is shown in the 
floor plan of every house. It is furnished in the specified location in all of them, except the 
7S, 9S, and Lawn Houses, and will be applied to them at an additional charge of $5.00. A 
chimney will be furnished at the same charge of $5.00 at a special location in any house. 

The ventilation in the Kenyon House is such that the air inside is constantly changing 
day and night. The air is drawn in through the screened openings, the screened doors, and 
the large side openings, is circulated through the rooms, rises at the sides between the edges 
of the ceiling and the wall, goes above the ceiling and then out through the ventilators. 

Our assembly department erects every house complete in the factory before it is sent 
out. Every part is assembled and inspected rigidly before the final O.K. is given. You may 
be certain when your house is received that every item is fully up to the printed specification.

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ERECTION OF A KENYON HOUSE 

HERE are pictured, from photographs, the sim- 
plicity, ease and rapidity of erection of the 
Kenyon House (a 10S). Although the pictures 
shown were taken at our factory and the house 
completed in two hours time by three men, yet 
you can do almost as well when your house 
arrives. 

The smaller houses can easilv be transported 
in one load on a small spring wagon. The 14S, 
16S and 18S houses, shown en pages fifteen, 
sixteen and seventeen, demand a larger farm wagon 
or dray. 

Two sets of instructions are furnished with 
each house, one is mailed to you, the other is 
packed with the house. These instructions consist 
of two blue prints, one showing the floor section 
plans, the other the plan of numbering for the 
frame. 

Besides this there is sent to you a little folder 
illustrating and explaining evey step in the erection 
of a house. The smaller houses can be put up 
by two persons. The assistance of a third can be 
used in the five room buildings. 

We discourage the use of a skilled carpenter 
or mechanic always. Remember a skilled carpenter 
does not like a portable house. It takes away the 
means of his livelihood. Put up the house with 
your own hands, with the assistance of a few tools. 
You will enjoy the exercise and be amazed at the 
unique way every part goes together. Follow the 
photographs on this page and you will readily gain 
a knowledge of the method of erection. 

First — The house has been unloaded and dif- 
ferent parts are seen on the ground. Three of the 
floor sections have been fitted together. The 
fourth is ready to place. The crate containing 
frame, bundle of cover, and the screen door is in 
the background. If extra heavy articles of furni- 
ture, such as pianos are to be used, it is well to 
strengthen the underlay or foundation at that 
particular point. Where it is deemed advisable, as 
in marshy lands, to set the house any distance off 
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of the ground, this is easily accomplished by build- 
ing a light framework, the exact dimensions of the 
blue print of the floor, which is furnished with 
every set of instructions. Under ordinary condi- 
tions no foundation is required. 

Second — The floor has been laid, the sections 
secured together with our bolt fastening and the 
frame laid out according to the blue print and 
instructions. 

Third — The frame is being joined together, 
without the use of tools, by two men. Our hook- 
on and slip-in joints make it possible to secure an 
absolutely rigid frame, by simply tightening the 
thumb screws, and not even a wrench is required. 

Fourth — Fifteen minutes later the frame parts 
have been slipped into place and fastened to the 
floor. Note the corner and end steel braces. 

Fifth — In five minutes more the doors have 
been hung in place (notice the screen door covers 
which can be rolled up if desired) the cover has 
been unpacked and is being drawn over the frame. 
This cover is all sewed in one piece so that no 
tedious and unsatisfactory joining of canvas is 
necessary. 

Sixth — The cover is being pulled tight over the 
ridge piece. Kenyon Heavy Duty Duck is so strong 
that it can be puiled and stretched without fear of 
ripping. 

Seventh — The cover is on and being fastened 
to the baseboard of the floor by one man. The 
windows are then slipped in from the inside. All 
windows and awning ropes are put in the house at 
the factory. 

Eighth — The Kenyon House is complete with 
all awnings raised and is ready for occupancy. 
Notice that with the screen door and with the 
large screened openings you are able to see clear 
through the house. This delightful living room is 
much cooler and better ventilated than a screened 
porch, since the hot sun never strikes it. It can be 
instantly closed up to make it as storm-proof as 
any room in your own house, without effecting in 
any way the perfect ventilation.

THE LAWN SWING 




WHEN you go to the woods this 
summer you will find a great 
many hours during the day when it is 
good to be out doors for a quiet nap 
under the trees. 

No summer vacation whether at 
home or in the woods can be called 
complete unless you have a Kenyon 
Lawn Swing to make the lazy hours 
comfortable. 

We make only one quality of Lawn 
Swing, our No. 3, and we cannot improve 
upon it in durability or finish. Instead 
of hanging by ropes attached to the 
sides the points of suspension are on 
the springs beneath, with heavy rust- 
proof chains. Thus the hammock does not soon sag out of shape, as in the case of other 
lawn swings, due to the stretching of ropes or canvas. 

The springs are of extra heavy woven wire, the frame of the spring being tubular, 
aUurninurn finished steel. The spring frame at the front has a dip, the spring being retained 
by a special steel support. This feature adds materially to the comfort. 

The cushion used in all Kenyon Lawn Swings is undoubtedly one of its best features. 
The filling, called Kapoc, is a sanitary, soft, resilient fibre, imported from the island of Java. 
It makes a cushion which is always soft and comfortable and will not harden, lump or pack. 

The covering material on the cushion as well as the back and sides is a strong woven 
double filled canvas, color khaki or olive green. In the ends are pockets for magazines or 
newspapers. 

The back of this swing which we call the wind break, can be easily detached if desired. 
Our method of fastening this with brass shoe hooks and cord is both unique and practical. In 
this way the back and sides can always be kept 
taut.

THE FOLDING COT 




A GREAT many times this com- 
ing summer when some of 
your friends unexpectedly make 
you a call in your little brown 
bungalow you are liable to feel 
embarrassed because of limited 
sleeping facilities. The Kenyon 
Folding Cot when not in use can 
be made into a very small bundle and can be tucked away ready for just such an emergency. 
At all joints where breakage is liable to occur from over-loading extra reinforcing rivets 
are placed. You may be assured in buying this, our No. 1 cot, that it will hold fully the 
guaranteed weight, 1000 pounds. 

We do not recommend either the No. 1 or the No. 29 cot to be as comfortable as a bed 
of eider down, but for rough contracting work, overflow sleeping facilities or tent life, it is ideal. 

In order to add to the comfort of this cot we are manufacturing a soft resilient pad to 
go with it This pad is covered with a good grade of ticking, well sewed with water proof 
thread. The filling material used is kapoc — the same we use for the Kenyon sanitary 
mattresses and the cushion in the lawn swing. By far the most satisfactory part of all of 
Kenyon cushions and pads is the method of fastening in the buttons by means of a non- 
corrosive metal wire, guaranteed to keep in the buttons forever. This pad weighs seven 
pounds and costs $4.00. 

The United States government uses this type of folding cot almost exclusively. It is also 
extensively used in hospitals hotels and summer cottages. When folded the No. 1 cot is in 
a small package as illustrated. It is made for the roughest usage, and is so light in weight 
that it can be carried easily. The frame is rock elm, kiln dried and stained. The canvas is 
No. 1 government woven, dyed a fast olive green. 

The No. IV2 cot is very similar to the No. 1 with the exception that the canvas cover 
and straps for tying are heavier. We recommend this No, IV2 cot where heavy wear is 
anticipated. 

The folding cot No. 29 has no metal joints. The cover used is the same as in the No. 1. 
It will not fold as compactly, but will give the same length of service. The Nos. 1 and IV2 
open are 6 feet and 6 inches long, 2 feet and 3 inches wide and 1 4 inches high, when closed 
3 feet and 3 inches long, 4 inches thick and 5 inches wide. 

The No. 29 opened is 6 feet and 4 inches long, 27 inches wide, closed 6 feet and 4 
inches long, 2 inches thick and 4 inches wide.

A GOOD substantial dining room table is one of the necessities in every home. In manu- 
facturing the tables, which are offered, we have had three main points always in mind, 
namely: Strength, compactness and appearance. 

The tops of all the tables are made from selected straight grained, matched, yellow pine. 
They are finely sanded and all edges and corners are rounded and smooth. Cross braces are 
placed on the under side of the top to insure strength and rigidity, under almost any condi- 
tions. Valspar varnish is used to finish the tops of these tables. This varnish gives a very 
smooth finish and is not easily scratched. It is not affected by hot or cold water, and will 
not turn white. 

The legs of the tables are also of yellow pine, but they are stained a dark brown mission 
color. They are sanded and no rough edges are left, such as are usually found in the ordinary 
camping table. The tops of Nos. 60, 70 and 80 do not fold, being in one solid piece, The 
legs fold snugly under the top, making a fiat package for shipment. Steel braces are attached 
to the top in an ingenious manner and fasten over a bolt in the leg of the table by means of 
little slot cut out in the brace which makes it unnecessary to remove the bolt, when setting 
up the table. The braces are enameled black and the bolts are sherardized. This process 
renders them impervious to the action of rust. 

Any of these tables will serve nicely for sewing or card tables, or in fact any general use. 
The No. 60 table is designed for use in the smaller houses, such as the Nos. 7S, 9S or 90. 
It will seat four people easily. Six people can be accommodated at the No. 70 table, and 
eight can be seated at the No. 80 table. 

The No. 7 is unique in that it can be folded up so compactly in knock down form. It is 
especially desirable where the traveler means to penetrate the most remote and inaccessible 

parts, because of its lightness and the fact that it will fit into 
almost any corner. 

The legs of the table collapse telescopically and are folded 
inside the table top which holds them firmly, and in this way the 
whole table packs so closely as to defy breakage.
